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1. An sirfield was located north of TULA (37937 'E/54912'H) 
on the road to MOSCO”, near km stone 138, about 1,650 
feet west of the road (see Annex). Since the field ex- 
tended for the most part in a western direction its entire 
Size could not be seen, The side running parallel with the 
road was only about 3,300 feet long. Vhe northern section 
of the field bordered on a woods, ‘juarters and a storage 
depot, in which source occasionally bought some bread,were 
located in this northern field section. Tvo hangars located 
among trees were observed at the northern field border. 
Farther to the west, there was a short concrete taxiway, 

about 65 feet wide, joining the runway at a right-angle. 

This runway extended in a western direction from the ad-- 
ministration building at the eastern field border. A 
transformer station was st the northeastern corner of the 
‘Tield, on the road leading to the quarters. About 0.6 
miles farther tc the north, about 500 feet east of the road, 
there was a radio station. It consisted of thrée three- 
story brick buildings whose front and rear rables each 
hed a 35-foot entenna mast, interronnected with double 
antennas, The village of GORELKI was located on the road.
